Keeping students in school 


(Guest editorial by the Alton Telegraph) 

A bill now pending in the [linois House of Representatives 
could force some youngsters to think before they drop out. 

The new law proposed by Rep. Jay Hoffman of Collinsville 
would require high-school students under 18 to provide 
certain limited information before they drop out of school. 

Currently, youngsters over 16 may drop out of school 
without parental consent and without even having to provide 
a reason. 

Hoffman’s proposal would require potential dropouts to 
provide schools with a statement of their specific reasons and 
their ‘‘expectations” for the future. They would also be 
required to provide information about their family’s econom- 
ic status; whether they, themselves, have children; and the 
signature of a parent or guardian. 

Sven Hoffman acknowledges that his plan is hardly a 
cure-all for the dropout problem. But we believe it’s worth a 
try and that it might at least help in identifying trends and 
developing strategies to plan solutions... - 

Dropouts remain a major problem in our state’s schools. 
About 35,000 students drep out each year. 

Hoffman also acknowledges that, with the state’s current 
dismal finances, there’s,no ‘hope for any substantial effort to 
develop programs to deter dropouts. 

But even the meager information that could be gathered by 
his proposed requirement may help keep some youngsters in 
school. 

Quite frankly, we’re appalled at how simple it is now to 
drop out. A student over 16 need do little more than not show 


up. 

Mat least under Hoffman's proposal, school counselors would 
know that parents are aware a child is dropping out. And they 
might also learn if there are any financial circumstances 
that, if remedied, would allow a student to remain in school. 

We’re continually talking about the need to improve the 
educational level of our work force. And people looking for 
jobs are becoming painfully aware that minimal levels of 
education just won't suffice. 

Hoffman’s proposal may seem too little and too late to 
some, but it does offer action toward solving a problem that 
should concern all of us.

Protect victims’ 
rights and dignity 


TO THE EDITOR: 

Our system of justice is based 
upon the well-founded principle 
that a criminal suspect is pre- 
sumed innocent until proven 
guilty. 

Yet for every crime, there is a 
victim, who is every bit as inno- 
cent as we presume the suspect 
to be; and that victim’s rights 
are every bit as worthy of pro- 
tection under the Illinois Consti- 
tution. 

That such protection does not 
currently exist is an imbalance 
which I am seeking to redress. 

I have propos: for consider- 
ation by ‘the General Assembly 
an amendment to the Illinois 
Constitution which would set 
forth a ‘list of rights and protec- 
tions for the victims of violent 
crimes. 

Those protections would 
include the right to be treated 
with —fairness--and— dignity 

out the judicial process, 

t to be kept informed 
about the disposition of the case, 
the right to make a “personal 
impact statement’ to the court 
at the time-of sentencing, the 
right to protection from the 
accused during the judicial pro- 
cess, and the right to restitution. 


This proposed amendment has 
received widespread .support 
among victims assistance groups 
and in the law enforcement com- 
munity, but time is of, the 
essence. 

In order to put this question 
before the voters in November, 
the General Assembly must act 
on this proposal before May 3. 

I urge you and your readers to 
contact your local legislators 
and express support for protect- 
ing the rights and dignity of 
crime victims through the full 
power of the Illinois Constitution. 

Ask your lawmakers to sup- 
port House Joint Resolution — 
Constitutional Amendment 28, 
sponsored by State Representa-

In @ne recent case, a woman (Dorothy) pull- 
ed out of the parking lot of a tavern and collid- 
ed with another vehicle driven by a woman 
named Maxine. Maxine and her grandson sus- 
tained severe injuries, and Dorothy left the 
scene of the accident. Dorothy's front license 
plate was knocked off by the collision, and 
police used it to trace her as the driver of the 
car. 


The testimony at trial indicated that 
Dorothy arrived at the tavern approximately 
three hours before the accident, and that she 
did not drink any alcoholic beverages before 
arriving at the tavern. She testified that-she

had two beers at the tavern and that her last 
beer was approximately 15 minutes before 
the accident. When asked whether she was 
under the influence of alcohol at the time of 
the collision she answered, ‘‘Weil, | just drank 
them two cans. | guess | was.” 

Despite the testimony as to intoxication, 
the jury found in favor of the tavern on the 
claim based on Dramshop liability. The in- 
jured parties took the case on appeal. 

The Appellate Court held that in.order for 
the tavern to be liable to the plaintiff under 
the ,Dramshop Act, the jury had to find the 

~fallowing propositions: (1) Dorothy was intox- 
icated at the time of the accident, (2) the 
tavern provided intoxicating liquor consumed 
by Dorothy, (3) the liquor provided by the 
tavern caused the intoxication of Dorothy, (4) 
Dorothy’s intoxication was at least one cause 
of the accident, and. (5) as a result of the oc- 
currence, the plaintiff suffered injuries. 3 

The Appellate Court held that all of these 
elements were proven by the testimony at 
trial. Therefore, the Appetiate Court reversed 
the judgment on the verdict in- favor of the 
tavern and granted judgment in favor of the 
plaintiffs and against thé tavern as to liability 
under the Dramshop Act. it

“When we first operated, peo- 
ple dumped liquid wastes -right 
out in the open,” Bradd said. 
‘We're now seeing less and less 
of the liquid 

‘Companies can ship sludge to 
us now and we can recover the 
metals. Metal sludge is listed as 
a hazardous waste if we ship it 
out to a landfill. But (when we 
treat it) it’s 1,000, (even 
1,000,000 times less hazardous 
than it used to be. 

The leftover metal is then 
shipped to a smelting operation 
where it can be reused. 

The extra liquid waste 
gers from, the original wa 
ter is stored in large concrete 
hold. tanks inside the plant 
The Fernley plant has about 25 
of-these tanks separated by thick 
concrete vats. The pipes from 
the tanks are built so that the 
chemicals cannot mix 

“There ‘aren’t any cross-con- 
nections between the pipes, and 
the floor is two feet thick,” 
Bradd said. “(The concrete vat) 
-was built to sustain earthquakes 
and the weight of the tanks

If cyanide and an acid were to 
accidentally mix in small por- 
tions, it could-create a cyanide- 
hydrogen gas, Bradd said.

Bradd said the safety system 
installed at the Fernley plant, 
and to be improved upon at the 
Granite City plant, is ‘*fail-safe.”

system monitors the amount of 
pollutants in the air and sounds 
a warning if chemical air pollut 
‘ants reach a. level considered 
hazardous by the EPA. 

If that happened, Bradd_ said, 
a‘serubber system is activated 
and the scrubbers literally scrub 
the air and collect the pollutants 

“When we first opened, our 
read-out machines kept sounding 
false alarms Bradd said. “We 
ended up paying a $10,000 fine 
for that.. We've ent over 
$100,000 improving that (system) 
and buying new machines 

“We're seeing less and less of 
the cyanide nowadays. Our plant 
holds about five percent cyanide. 
I don’t see much of that coming 
to Granite City because we 
mostly get it from mining com- 

anies and the military out 
here.” 

Even in the worst-case scenar- 
io of a commercial airliner 
crash that destroys the building, 

s all of the tanks and 
mixes the chemicals, 
Bradd said, the danger would be 
limited to within 2,000 feet of the 
plant. “‘But even at 1,500 feet, 
you might be safe 

“In a more realistic scenario 
where cyanide gas mighi flow 
out of the bber, even the 
highest con tion wouldn't 
kill anyone. 

“You would have to have a 
10,000-gallon tank and have 4,000
